He Is never 
able to understand that other men 
are not actuated by his own baseness 
of soul and character.” 
Roosevelt's statement said: 
"Pen ­ 
rose w ill do well not to attribute to 
others the baseness which actuates 
his own acts. 
His 
statement 
that 
Perkins underwrote the prim ary cam­ 
paign funds of three m illions or any 
fund remotely resembling that fund. 
is a deliberate falsehood, which he 
knows is a falsehood when he makes 
it. 
The statement that my 
letters 
and telegrams to Cortelyou in 1904 
were written only for the purpose of 
getting- them into record, and 
that 
they are not genuine, is also a deliber­ 
ate, wilful falsehood which he knows 
to be such when he makes It. 
U ntil 
Penrose spoke the other day I 
had 
not heard Archbold’s name mentioned 
In eonnection with any contributions.’' 
Roosevelt then recited his letters 
of October 27 and 29, and his tele­ 
gram of October 29th to George Cor­ 
telyou demanding Cortelyou to refuse 
the Standard contributions. 
He re­ 
cited Cortelyou's reply, 
complying 
with this demand, and then closed by 
saying: 
“ I am certain that when Cortelyou 
told me my orders would be acted up­ 
on that he undoubtedly 
understood 
the exact facts."

"Mr. Penrose repeated that accusation as hearsay, knowing that It was a 
thoroughly base and contemptible thing for a United States senator to repeat 
anything on hearsay. Fortunately, I had copies of two letters and a telegram 
that passed between Mr. Cortelyou, the national chairman then, and myself I 
to disprove the vile lie.

Penrose and his allies and the entire crowd of crooked politicians 
and crooked financiers who have attempted to make these attacks on me 
have made them and are making them, not only knowing that they are false, 
but because they are false and because they know that the forces behind me 
and which at this time I represent are the only forces that the crooked 
politicians and the crooked financiers of the country have really to fear. 
They know that the triumph* of the progressive cause—and only the triumph 
of the progressive cause—that is, the progressive party— means the elim ina­ 
tion from |>olitic8 of the Penroses, and means driving them from their en­ 
trenchments in both business and iiolitics the towers of special privileges, 
such as the Standard Oil company. Naturally, these men aided by the news­ 
papers that they control, w ill stop at nothing in order to rid themselves of 
the only enemies they really fear, and the measure of their hatred should be 
the measure of the support given to us by every honeat man."

The “Health Rules” are as follows: 
Good Air—Avoid badly 
ventilated, 
badly lighted, dusty, dirty, overheat­ 
ed or damp rooms. 
Avoid Rouse Dust—Breathing dust, 
notably house dust, 
often 
causes 
disease. 
Have no tacked-down 
car­ 
pets and mattings. Have loose pieces 
or rugs, and clean them 
frequently 
outdoors. Use a hair broom for your 
doors ana keep lower sashes closed 
wbile sweeping of dusting. Open up­ 
per sashes, if possible. Never sweep 
rooms with a broom that raises dust. 
Pure 
W ater—uirlnh 
pure 
water. 
Avoid waler from shallow and unpro­ 
tected wells, and from 
ponds 
and 
streams, 
if In doubt, boil the water. 
Avoid public drinking cups. 
Safe 
Milk—Tuberculosis, 
typhoid 
fever, and o th e r'diseases are often 
caused by drinking raw 
milk 
and 
raw cream. 
Get gnilk properly pas­ 
teurised, or home 
pasteurise 
It, or 
simply scald it. 
All cream, includ­
